Romulus Begins Switch to Broadband 


By Kristi Stephens 

__ MediaOne's switch to broadband — 
with its attendant improvement in num- 
ber and quality of services offered—has 
finally begun in Romulus. 

"I've taken calls from a number of 
people who got a big surprise when 
they turnedtheirtelevisions to a particu- 
lar channel, looking for a favorite pro- 
gram, only to find that the channel had 
changed,"said Dolores Witzgall, amem- 
ber of the Romulus Cable Commission. 
"Other residents, who don't yet have the 
new service, have been asking when 
the change-over will be complete.” 

Unfortunately, spokespersons for 
MediaOne are unable to provide their 
cable subscribers with a definitive an- 
swer to the question. 

"Our entire team of technicians is 
aggressively working on the switch,” 
explained Paula Peters, MediaOne’s 
Corporate Communications Manager, 
"but the unpredictability of weather con- 
ditions andotherpertinentfactors makes 
it impossible to give our Customers a 
firm date on completion. 

"What we do know for sure is this: 
subscribers will immediately notice a 
cleaner, crisper picture and higher qual- 
ity sound, and they'll enjoy a more reli- 
able system as well,” she continued. 
"Plus, MediaOne's Digital NexTV ser- 
vice will immediately become available 
to our customers upon rebuild comple- 
tion. Finally, once our new Broadband 
network is in place, we'll be able to start 
offering our entire range of commu nica- 
tion products such as high-speed Inter- 
net access and, eventually, local tele- 
phone service.” 

Concerning immediate changes, 
Peters was more specific. 

"Our Romulus customers will enjoy 
a significant increase in the number of 
channels to choose from,” she stated. 
"Among the new offerings will be ‘basic’ 
stations such as Bravo, the History 
Channel, and the Food Channel, as 
well as ‘premium’ stations like Starz! 
and Encore.” 

To give subscribers some idea about 
how MediaOne's new rates will com- 
pare with the old ones, Peters cited 
"basic cable” costs. 

"Under the new format -—for a pack- 
age of the Basic 1, 2, and 3 channels 
(which includes several new stations 
compared to the old format) — our cus- 
tomers will pay $28.36 — an increase of 
roughly. two dollars,” she said. O

Driver Charged in Romulus Crash 


The Wayne County Prosecutor's 
Office has approved an 11-count war- 
rant against Robert Deangelo Howell 
due to alleged actions which caused a 
serious-injury collision in the City of 
Romulus on Saturday, April 17. Howell 
was arraigned before 34th District Court 
Judge William Szlinis on Tuesday, April 
20. Bond was set at $25,000 cash/ 
surety or 10%. 

The collision, which took place at 
5:45 p.m., occurred at the intersection 
of Wayne and Goddard roads. Report- 
edly, Howell — driving a maroon van 
southbound on Wayne Road — was 
traveling at a high rate of speed and in 
a reckless manner. When Howell drove 
through aredtraffic signal atthe Wayne/ 
Goddard intersection, he crashed into 
the rear of a Ford Escort that was 
stopped at the light. Of the Escort's six 
occupants (four adults and two chil- 
dren), five received serious injuries. Six- 
year-old Kevin Gibson's were the most 
severe (he is currently in a coma at 
University of Michigan Hospital); the 
others were treated and released. 

"Our investigation found that Mr. 
Howell was the driver of the vehicle," 
Stated Executive Lieutenant Eric D. 
Painter of the Romulus Police Depart- 
ment. "Officer Rose Cooper observed 
him driving recklessly as he moved 
southbound on Wayne Road north of I- 
94. Officer Cooper activated her emer- 
gency equipment and turned to follow 
the vehicle. By the time she got under 
the I-94 overpass, she observed the 
accident scene ahead. Interviews with 
a passenger in the van determined that 
Mr. Howell had beendrinking, and, when 
he saw the police car, he sped up. He 
ignored passenger requests to slow 
down and warnings that there were 
vehicles stopped ahead." 
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Howellwas charged with five counts 
of "OUIL causing serious injury,” five 
counts of "fleeing police—second de- 
gree,” and one count of "possession of 
marijuana.” The OUILcharges are felo- 
nies punishable by up to five years in 
prison and fines of $1,000-$5,000; the 
second-degree fleeing charge is afelony 
punishable by up to 10 years in prison, 
a $5,000 fine, and revocation of driving 
privileges; the marijuana charge is a 
one-year misdemeanor, which provides 
for a $2,000 fine plus driving-privilege 
sanctions. 

Howell is being transferred to the 
Wayne County Jail pending his prelimi- 
nary. examination, which has been set 
for Wednesday, April 28.

Held in the gymna- 
sium of the Middle School, the match 
was attended by the entire student body 
and staff. 

The first match saw the Police 
Department's unit surgeintothe leadon 
the strength of Romulus High School 
Liaison Officer John Smagner's strong 
serves. The Middle School staff refused 
to surrender, however, andcontinuedto 
battle. Finally, strong spikes from Offic- 
ers Joe "Slam" Richardson and Rose 
"Too Tall" Cooper were too much for the 
Middle School crew, and the police unit 
won by a score of 15—10. 

In the second match, the PD unit 
again got off to an early lead, but the 
School staffers — motivated by the sup-

lf you're looking to learn the long 
and the shortof selling short in the world 
of high finance, don't short-sell the “at- 
risk" students in Romulus High School 
(RHS) teacher Carl Lowe's "career ex- 
ploration” class. 

Now in their ninth week of playing 
the Michigan Stock Market Game, the 
mostly freshmen students spend each 
Wednesday carefully poring over the 
business section of the newspaper, as- 
sessing their gains (or losses) since the 
previous week, and deciding whether 
their next move shouldbe to buy, sell, or 
just sit tight. 

"| played a mock stock-marketgame 
when | was in high school, and it was a 
really enjoyable learning experience,” 
said Lowe, who is now in his third year 
of teaching at RHS. "When | saw a 
newspaper notice recruiting high-school 
classes from throughout the state for a 
similar game, | jumped at the chance for 
my kids to find out more aboutthe world 
of business.” 

When the Stock Market Game be- 
gan back in mid February, Lowe's class 
was broken into groups of three to five 
students, and each group was given 
$100,000 in mock money to invest in 
the stock market. Each weeksincethen, 
after deciding on their transactions, the 
students have filled out forms that Lowe 
then mails to the monitoring agency, 
which charts and reports the Romulus 
students’ progress as compared with 
that of other students from metropolitan 
Detroit and throughout Michigan. 

Lowe has been pleasantly surprised 
with the results thus far. 

“Most of the students have done 
remarkably wellwith their investments,” 
Lowe explained. "In fact, at the end of 


the second week, one of the teams had

Careers in Investment 
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achieved a first-place ranking — not just 
in our region, but in the entire state.” 

Since that second week, the team 
of Anton Herrington, John Williams, and 
Alex Russell has dropped somewhat in 
rank (they're now third out of the 187 
groups in the region; 17thin the state), 
but the three already have enough bust- 
ness savvy to realize that fluctuation is 
the name of the stock-market game. 

"In the beginning, when we were 
trying to decide which stocks to buy, we 
did a sort of survey —checking out which 
brands of clothes seemed the most 
popular with kids, that sort of thing,” 
said Herrington. "We also thought itwas 
important to have different kinds of 
stocks. We started out with Ford, AT&T, 
Ken Cole, Gucci, and Gannett.” 

"Most of our stocks performed pretty 
well.” Williams added, “but we had to 
get rid of AT&T. We were losing a lot of 
money on it. Right now, we're talking 
about buying Gap stock, instead. Kids 
everywhere spend a lot of money on 
clothes." 

Although students like Herrington 
and Williams say that they are enjoying 
the wheelings and dealings of the stock 
market, and would even consider mak- 
ing modest investments of their own 
when they become adults, others say 
that their experience with the game has 
shown them that they would never be 
comfortable with the process in the real 
world. 

"It's too risky,” said Bobby Reifsny- 
der, who—alongwith fellow group mem- 
bers Melissa Baccus, Christy Jones, 
TushandraArnold, and Desirae Butler— 
ranked 32nd out of 187 in week nine of 
the game. "I'm not the kind of person 
who would take a chance on losing 
everything. I'm too cautious, too Con- 
servative for that.” O
